The hideous b ullet skirt of today she 
never worv, b ut a skirt that reached 
nearly to her ankles. It was one of 
the principles of her father, who taught 
her all she learned of the art, that the 
dancer should b e modest in dress, iu 
movement and in expression. 
Another famous master, who called 
himself "Le Dleu tie la Danse.” always 
told his pupils to use ail the coquetry 
they could. 
Vestris, who founded the famous 
Vestris family, was au eighteenth cen­ 
tury celeb rity and quite remarkab ly 
conceited oven for a dancer. “There 
are b ut three great men alive,” he used 
to say, “myself, the Prussian Fred­ 
erick and Voltaire.” (It is interesting 
to compare Southey's remark that a 
male 
dancer deserves 
to b e ham­ 
strung.) That profession of which he 
was so proud is indeed an arduous one. 
Vestris used to practice for ab out six 
hours a day. 
A dancer must hi1 ex­ 
tremely strong and supple. 
A curious story is told ab out Fanny 
Elssler, a German dancer with coal 
b lack hair, which illustrates the ex­ 
trem e muscular strength a dancer re­ 
quires. She was crossing to America 
when she entered her cab in one day 
and discovered a thief ab stracting the 
jewel case which she kept hidden un­ 
der her pillow. Before he could attack 
her she planted her foot full in his 
chest and killed him on the spot. 
It is curious that uo Englishwoman 
has ever achieved supreme success as 
a dancer. 
It is possib le, as foreigners 
assert, that they lack the dram atic gift. 
It is certain that a lifelong devotion 
and arduous apprenticeship are essen 
tial to any expression through the me­ 
dium of dancing. 
The “rats,“ the b e­ 
ginners at the Paris Opera, are urti 
cled for five years, and then, unless 
they have duueed from their cradle, 
they cannot hope to attain the first 
rank. 
Another quality essential to the great 
dancer is infinite patience. 
The only 
English dancer who ever gave promise 
of attaining the front rank failed in 
this respect. 
Lola Montez was the 
somewhat foreign name she hud taken. 
She lost her temper one day with the 
m anager at rehearsal and expressed 
her feelings so dram atically as to 
b reak au umb rella over his head. 
Man­ 
agers will endure much for art’s sake, 
b ut this was too much. 
Carlotta Grisi is another famous 
name of the old opera. 
It was she 
who first introduced the polka into 
E ngland- a Bohemian dance that came 
to stay. 
It was lor her, too, that 
Heine, G autier and Adolphe Adam 
collab orated in writing “Giselle.” 
There were a score more famous 
names that were fam iliar words in 
those days. 
Of the twelve leading 
dancers engaged at the King's theater 
in 1824 for a two m onths’ season five 
were a sufficient attraction to receive 
more than £ 1,000 each.- ;Londoa Mall.

The Casern, C a m e llia Tree. 
In the day s of its glory the palace at 
Caserta of the king of Naples had 
among its features a so called English 
garden, made in 1782 by order of Marie 
Caroline of Austria. It was bright with 
flowers and wonderful rare oriental 
plants and trees, so that It was re­ 
nowned throughout the world, but the 
crown and glory of all consisted in a 
camellia tree, a plant then unknown 
In Europe. The seeds were collected 
as though flakes of gold, and the queen 
used to give them and cutting* of thil 
camellia as presents to her friends, 
These cuttings were most highly prised, 
and thus it has become a European 
flower, so much so that the exporta­ 
tion of camellias is an extensive indus­ 
try In central Italy, and in Germany 
there are vast flejds of them.

palmy day s the Caserta plant had eight 
branches, the largest of which was 
twelve Inches in diameter, the whole 
being thirty feet high. TTiis mother 
plant was In a flourishing condition up 
to a few y ears ago but lately the gor­ 
geous garden has been allowed to fall 
into decay, and vritfi It the glortou* 
camellia.—Fall M*ll Gazette.
